HAKES RECORD IN ATHE-
LETICS AT UNIVERSITY

OF CHICAGO

HALF MILE 1:55 2-5
Made Mile Run in 4:29 in Wett¬

ern Intercollegiate
Meet.

From lime to time Andereon peo¬
ple have heard of the record which
Leroy Campbell, of this city, who ia
a student at the Chicago I'niverslty,
ls making in tho world of athletics.
Mr. Campbell recently set a new

record for the mlle run in the Wesl¬
arn Intercollegiate Conference, run¬
ning it indoora In 4.29. Last Satur¬
day Mr. Campbell established a new
mark in the half mile event, making
Die diutance In 1: GK 2-5, which wan
l-G of a second better than the pre¬
vious record.
